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NOW SEEKS TO 


Mrs. Bertha C. Potts of Toledo, 0., 


Makes Second Attempt to Get 


Larger Share of Estate 


LEFT BY LATE J. C. CHURCHILL 


Alleges 
He Was of Unsound Mind 


and That Will Was Procured 


Through Undue Influence. 


Mrs. Bertha C. Potts of Toledo, 
Ohio, a 
granddaughter of the late 
Jefferson C. Churchill, through her 
attorneys, Kiplinger and Smith, filed 
suit this morning to break the will, 
naming Earl R. Churchill and Leoni­ 
das H. Havens as the defendants. 
The 
usual 
allegations 
are 
set 
.forth, namely that Mr. Churchill was 
of unsound mind when he made the 
will; 
that it was procured through 
undue influence and was unduly ex­ 
ecuted. 
The Churchill estate is said 
to be worth 
between 
$25,000 and 
$30,000 and considerable interest a t­ 
taches to the suit. 
Mrs. Potts was the plaintiff in a 
suit against the same estate in which 
she sought to set aside the deeds to 
some 
of 
the 
Churchill 
property, 
which under the 
will went to Ear! 
Churchill, the son. 
The court found 
for the estate at the trial and an ap ­ 
peal was taken to the supreme court. 
The appeal is now pending. 
in the latest suit it is set out thtfjt 
Jeflerson C. Churchill died in Denver, 
Colorado, on June 21, 1914, leaving 
the plaintiff, Mrs. Potts and Earl R. 
Churchill as his only heirs at law to 
inherit the estate, the value of which 
is left blank in the complaint. 


The complaint states that on June 
25, 1915, a certain written document, 
purporting to be the last will of J e f­ 
ferson C. Churchill was presented to 
the clerk of the court and offered in 
probate. 
Under the terms of the will 
Earl R. Churchill, the son, was nam­ 
ed as executor, but according to the 
complaint, he refused to qualify and 
the court 
appointed 
Leonidas H. 
Havens as 
administrator 
with the 
will annexed. 
It is alleged that Mr. 
Havens 
gave bond and 
was duly 
qualified and ever since has been 
and still is acting as such adminis­ 
trator. 


Mrs. Potts claims that under the 
terms of the will the principal part 
of the property, both real and per­ 
sonal, was given to the son, Earl 
Churchill, and only a very small part 
was contingently given to her. 
Mrs. 
Potts asks that the will be held in­ 
valid for each of the three reasons 
assigned. 
It will be recalled that in the suit 
to set aside the deeds the main con­ 
tention was over the delivery of the 
deeds. 
Mr. Churchill left the deeds 
to the property at the Rushville N a­ 
tional bank and 
they 
were 
found 
there following his death. 
The main 
issue 
in the case 
regarded the de­ 
livery and the < ourt held that there 
was sufficient evidence to constitute 
a legal delivery 
and Mrs. 
Potts 
lost the suit.

Hughes’ friends the same questions 
and why he does not answer them.

Gosnell 
never regained

ness, death being due to a concus­ 
sion of the brain. 


Curt Gosnell was 
probably fifty 
years old and was a native of this 
county. 
He was 
a son 
of the late 
Frank and Hannah Gosnell and was 
born on the old Gosnell 
farm, near 
Sexton. 
Mr. Gosnell had been 
in­ 
terest pd 
in horses 
practically 
all 
his life and for many years was em­ 
ployed by the Lackey 
Brothers 
at 
Cambridge 
City. 
Following 
their 
death and dissolution of this 
firm 
he worked for W. tB. Barefoot 
and 
was in his employe when hurt. 


Gosnell came to the front rapidly 
in th e p a st few years and the light 


h a r n e ss world loses one of its 
best 


d r iv e r s 
a n d . trainers. 
His 
latest 


s u e e e s s was w ith Single G., owned 
by 
Barefoot. 
Three 
years 
ago 
Gosnell took the horse over the Lake 
Erie circuit, 
winning eighteen 
out 
oif twenty-one starts and at no time 
finishing outside of the money. 
The 
horse during that year first a ttract­ 
ed attention. 


Last year Gosnell 
gained 
more 
honors 
by 
winning 
the 
classic 
Chamber of Commerce stake at De­ 
troit and this year had won several 
races, going one 
mile 
in 2 :00 flat. 
Mr. Barefoot always gave full credit 
to the ability 
of Gosnell 
and de­ 
clared many times 
that 
the 
great 
showing of the horse was due to Mr. 
Gosnell. 


Curt Gosnell had a large follow­ 
ing of admirers in this city and be­ 
cause be was bom here, Rush coun­ 
ty always viewed his successes with 
great pleasure. 
Mr. Gosnell 
is survived 
by 
his 
widow, who was formerly Miss M at­ 
tie Mclntee, and one brother, Char­ 
les Gosnell of Newcastle. 
His p ar­ 
ents both died about five years ago.

days of deliberation,” declaring that 
“we are doing this under threat.” 
I

moon,” he said, “than a senator en- 
slavened by 
such 
dictations 
and 
threats.” 
Assurance that the 8-hour legis­ 
lation would be enacted as it passed 
the house became doubly strong this 
afternoon. 
The senate vote on the 
measure 
was 
seheduled 
for 
six 
o’clock. 
Interest lagged in the senate meet­ 
ing. 
The crowd in the galleries left. 
The senators themselves paid little 
attention to the >peeches.

Shadow Lawn, Anbury Park, \T.

tal principles—that property right^ 
can Ibe vindicated 
for claims 
for 
damages but that the “loss of life is / 
irreparable.” 
“I neither seek thy favor nor fear 
the^displeasnre of that moral alien 
elenui: 
.tncng us which places loy­ 
alty to any foreign 
power 
before 
loyalty to the United States,” 
THe president 
flayed 
those 
wdio 
would have 
recognized 
“the 
un­ 
speakable H uerta” and advanced his 
Mexican 
policy 
as an issue upon 
whicr he could stand in the fact of 
any criticism, 
while 
admitting the 
possibility of mistakes “ in this pre- 
plexing business.” 
He said the Democrats had crea­ 
ted commercial credit for the farm ­ 
er, emancipated 
the working man, 
released the children of the country 
from “hurtful labor” 
and had put 
through national defense legislation 
better 
than 
any 
ever 
proposed, 
“upon the responsibility 
of an en­ 
tire political party.” 
In formally notifying him, Sena­ 
tor Ollie James a-sured him “a re­ 
cord pf peace, prosperity and happi­ 
ness while the whole 
world totters 
beneath a load' of sorrow,”

In submitting this proposal to the President, the fifty railroad executives Cgjîëd 
Washington and representing all the great arteries of traffic, made this statefhent 
him of their convictions: 


The demands in this controversy have not been 
presented/ in our judgment, for the purpose of fixing a 
definite daily period of labor, nor a reduction in the 
existing hours of labor or change in methods of opera­ 
tion, but for the real purpose of accomplishing an 
increase in wages of approximately One Hundred 
Million Dollars per annum, or 3 5 per cent, for the men 
in railroad freight train and yard service represented 
by the labor organizations in this matter. 
After careful examination of the facts and patient 
and continuous consultation with the Conference 
Committee of Managers, and among ourselves, we 
have reached a clear understanding of the magnitude 
of the questions, and of the serious consequences to 
the railroads and to the public, involved in the decision 
of them. 
Trustees for the Public 


As trustees for the public served by our lines and 
for the great mass of the less powerful employees (not 
less than 80 per cent, of the whole number) interested 
in the railroad wage fund— as trustees also for the 
millions of people that have invested their savings and 
capital in the bonds and stock of these properties, 
and who through the saving banks, trust companies 
and insurance companies, are vitally interested to the 
extent of millions of dollars, in the integrity and 
solvency of the railroads of the country, we cannot in 
conscience surrender without a hearing, the principle 
involved, nor undertake to transfer the enormous cost 
that will result to the transportation of the commerce 
of the country. 
The eight-hour day without punitive overtime 
involves an annual increase, approximately, in the 
aggregate of Sixty Millions of Dollars, and an increase 
of more than 20 per cent, in the pay of the men, 
already the most highly paid in the transportation 
service. 
The ultimate cost to the railroads of an admission 
in this manner of the principle under contention 
cannot now be estimated; the effect upon the effi­ 
ciency of the transportation of the country now 
already under severe test under the tide of business 
now moving, and at a time when more, instead of less, 


effort is required J ot the public welfare} Would be 
harmful beyond calculation. 
The widespread effect upon the industries of the 
country as a whole is beyond measure or appraise­ 
ment at this time, and we agree with the Insistent sad 
widespread public concern over the gravity of the 
situation and the consequences of a surrender by the 
railroads in this emergency. 
In like manner we are deeply impressed with the 
sense of our responsibility to maintain and keep open 
the arteries of transportation, which carry the life 
blood of the commerce of the country; and of the 
consequences that will flow from even temporary 
interruption of service over the railroads, but the 
issues presented have been raised above and beyond 
the social and monetary questions involved, and 
the responsibility for the consequences that may 
arise will rest upon those that provoke it. 
Public Investigation Urged 
The questions involved are in our respectfhl judg­ 
ment, eminently suitable for the calm investigation 
and decision by the public through the agency of fair 
arbitration, and cannot be disposed of, to the public 
satisfaction, in any other manner. 
The decision of a Commission or Board of Arbi­ 
tration, having the public confidence, will be acoepted 
by the public, and the social and financial rearrange­ 
ments made necessary thereby will be undertaken by 
the public, but in no less deliberate nor orderly 
manner. 
The railroads of the country cannot under present 
conditions assume this enormous increase ip their 
expenses. 
If imposed upon them, it would 
many in early financial embarrassment and 
ruptcy and imperil the power of all to 
their credit and the integrity of their 
The immediate increase in cost, followed by other 
increases that would be inevitable, would substan­ 
tially appropriate the present purchasing power of 
the railroads and disable them from expanding 
improving their facilities and equipment, to keep 
abreast of the demands of the country for 
transportation service.

I f you arrange to have cold sliced 
meat three or four times a week, sec 
that the rest oT the aneal is light. But 
on the days when you serve vege­ 
table dishes as the principal p a rt of 
the menu make sure that the rest of 
the meal provides sufficient nourish 
ment to even up the menu and make 
it as a whole equal in value to a 
meat meal. 
For instance, you might have on 
Sunday, let us say, cold roast chick­ 
en wdth mashed potatoes, sliced cu ­ 
cumber salad and watermelon 
or 
berries. 
Monday night you 
might 
have a cold chicken jelly soup, made 
from 
the chicken carcass 
a cold 
baked macaroni and cheese, with hot 
peas and potatoe chips, 
tomatoes 
with mayonnaise salad and a good, 
nourishing pudding with 
plenty 
of 
eggs and butter. 
Thus, in the chick­ 
en jelly, in the mayqnnais^, made of 
eggs and plenty of olive' oil, and in 
the pudding, you provide enough nu­ 
trition to make up for the difference 
in nutritive values of the meat and 
the macaroni dish. 


Other good substitutes for 
meat 
dishes are 
rice 
souffle, 
spaghetti 
a l’ltalienne, cheese and rice baked, 
etc. 
You will find that almost every 
kind of salad will be welcome in the 
warm weather. 
When you make the 
salad dressings do not he 
sparing 
with the olive oil, for there is even 
more nourishment in real 
olive 
oil 
than there is in meat. 
If you serve dainty cold meals and 
keep your table looking 
attractive, 
the 'hot weather will make very lit­ 
tle difference in the appetite of your 
family.

Cooked fruits are especially good 
for delicate appetites and digestion. 
Raw fruits are for those who are 
stronger and can get all the benefit 
from them;

cooking fruit is not by boiling, but 
by simmering. 
In cooking very ten­ 
der fruit bring the sirup*to the boil­ 
ing ¡point, then throw the fruit ¡n the 
hot sirup, cover light, remove from 
the range or fire, and let 
it 
stand 
for half an hour. 
This applies par­ 
ticularly to berries. 
To prepare larger fruit, throw it. 
in boiling sirup, cover 
tight 
and 
leave it five minutes 011 the 
range; 
remove and let it stand half an hour. 
One pound of sugar to one quart of 
water, or a pound to a pound, is the 
usual allowance for the sirup.

Jefferson C. Churchill, through her 
attorneys, Kiplinger and Smith, filec 


'* suit this morning to break the will 


naming Earl R. Churchill and Leoni- 
das H. Havens as the defendants. 


The usual 
allegations are 
sei 


.forth, namely that. Mr. Churchill wa 
'of unsound mind when he made the 
will; 
that it was procured throu 


undue influence and was unduly ex- 
ecuted. The Churchill estate is saic 
to be worth 
between $25,000 and 


$30,000 and considerable interest at- 
taches to the suit. 


Mrs. Potts was the plaintiff in a 


suit against the same estate in which 
she sought to set aside the deeds to 
some of the 
Churchill property, 


which under 'the 
will went to Earl 


Churchill, the son. 
The court found 


for the estate at the trial and an ap- 
peal was taken to the supremo court. 
The appeal is now pending. 


In the latest suit it. is set out that 


Jefferson C. Churchill died in Denver, 
Colorado, on June 21, 1914, leaving 
the plaintiff, Mrs. Potts and Earl R. 
Ch,urchill as his only heirs at law to 
inherit the estate, the value of which 
is left blank in the complaint. 


The complaint states that on June 


25, 1915. a certain written document, 
purporting to be the last will of Jef- 
ferson C. Churchill was presented to 
the clerk of the court and offered in 
probate. Under the terms of the will 
Earl R. Churchill, the son, was nam- 
ed as executor, but according to the 
complaint, he refused to qualify and 
the court 
appointed 
Leouidas H. 


Havens as 
administrator 
with the 


will annexed. It is alleged that Mr. 
Havens 
gave bond and 
was duly 


qualified and ever since has been 
and still is acting as such adminis- 
trator. 


Mrs. Potts claims that under the 


terms of the will the principal part 
of the property, both real and per- 
sonal, was given to the son, Earl 
Churchill, and only a very small part 
•was contingently given to her. 
Mrs. 


Potts asks that the will be held in- 
valid for each of the three reasons 
assigned. 


It will be recalled that in the suit 


to set aside the deeds the main con- 
tention was over the delivery of the 
deeds. 
Mr. Churchill left the deeds 


to the property at the Rushville Na- 
tional (bank and 
they were 
found 


there following his death. The main 
issue 
in the case regarded the .de- 


livery and the court held that there 
was sufficient evidence to constitute 
a legal delivery 
and Mrs. 
Potts 


lost the suit.

existing hours of labor or change in methods of opera- 
tion, but ;for the real purpose of accomplishing an 
increase ,in..wages of approximately One Hundred 
Million Dpllars per annum, or 35 per cent, for therhen 
in railroad freight train and yard service represented 
by the labor organizations in this matter. 


After careful examination of the facts and patient 


and continuous consultation with the Conference 
Committee of Managers, and among ourselves, we 
have reached a clear understanding of the magnitude 
of the questions, and of the serious consequences Jo 
the railroads and to the public, involved hi the.decision 
of them. 


Trustees for the Public 


As trustees for the nublic served by our lines and 


for the great mass of the less powerful employees (not
